of the Polish Merchant Marine and also from the PLO (Polish Ocean Lines) 
asked for an increase of salary up to, at the least, that of a first 
engineer* exclusive of foreign currency allowance, as from 1 January 195Le 

2 0 After an inspection* carried out in Gdynia by a delegate of the Ministry 
of Shipping, the inspectors were promised an increase, as well as a 
single payment of one year*s premium of 3,000 zloty* 

3* On the one hand the inspectors have achieved their aim, but on the other, 
they now fear that they will be gradually discharged from their posts and 
not be allowed to go to sea on account of their unreliability. 

Storage of Gyro-Compasses and Echo-Sounders (December 1953) 

h* MORS (Maritime Radio Service for Ships) has a considerable number of 
gyro-compasses and echo-sounders in storage. This equipment was 
originally purchased abroad by the Central Administration of the Polish 
Merchant Marine, but the Polish Naval Headquarters has prohibited the 
installation of the equipment in merchant ships.

The directors of PRO (Polskie Ratownictwo 
Okretowe- Polish Ship Salvage Agency) have given up further salvage 
efforts for the time being, having come to the conclusion that they 
cannot raise such a big vessel with the pontoons available.
